Copper. 

Some few months hack there was quite 
an excitement caused t>y the dt.«covery of 
copper on this island and at Queen Char- 
lotto's Island. Latterly the copper fever 
has died out. Tlie spring trade und Cariboo 
have been mainly the oause of diverting 
public attention from the further prosecution 
of copper discoveries. Quito a number of 
leads were reported during the winter ; but 
no labor has been done on any of them ex- 
cept three. They are the Queen Charlotte 
Island lead, situated at tlie southern ex- 
tremity df that island ; the Sansum lead in 
Sansuin Narrows, about 40 miles from this 
town ; and the Barclay Sound lead on the 
West Coast. We believe that the company 
who were prospecting the latler have for 
some cause suspended operations. Tlie 
Queen Charlotte Island Company and ttie 
Sansum Company are consequently the only 
patties who are engaged at present in cop- 
per mining. The former are now piospect- 
mg a lead about three miles from their 
ordinal discuvery, with what success wo 
have not lately learned, although the indi- 
cations were good at last accounts. Sune 
fifteen men were employed — a larger num- 
ber than absolutely necessary, were it not 
for the danger to be apprehended from the 
Indians. The Sansum Company have kept 
four or five men at work on their lead for the 
past three mouths. Old copper miners seem 
to think that the character of the ore is the 
best yet discovered; and if the wuik be 
prosecuted properly that it will prove to be 
a very valuable lead. Should the two com- 
panies now at work realize their anticipa- 
tions, the present apathy in respect to cop- 
per-mining will soon disappear, and new 
life and energy be infused into that promis- 
ing branch of industry. Our coast is literally 
intersected in every direction with the indi- 
cation* of copper ; and it will consequently 
be a matter of L'reat importance to the coun- 
try at large, if one or two leads are estab- 
lished as good paying property. It will in- 
augurate a branch of industry that will re- 
quire immense capital and thousands ot 
miners, and produce a staple article of com- 
merce for thousands id years. Copper mines 
are far belter property generally than gold 
mines — yielding a mora regular and ceitain 
return. The season is now fairly opening 
when all who have Le leisure or inclination 
to embark in copper discoveries can do so 
with better advantages than at any oi her 
time. 

Whilst touching upon the subject of cop- 
per, wo take occasion to add the following 
extract from the N. V. Lulrpmdmt, showing 
the value of the copper mines of Lake Snpe- 
lior, with the hope that it may prove inter- 
esting to those who have turned their atten- 
tion to copper on our coast : 

" The copper mining intercuts of Lake Superior 
are now in a most prosperous sod latisfsetorjf 
condition This metal, which «r«j idling a few 

montlll »ilicc as low 01 .event, i n or tight! 60 cents 
per pound il now held at twenty-eight, with a fur 
prospect of a stilt further advance, perhapa to 
tinny cents. This ureal change in pr.ee has not 
been caused by speculation or increased consump- 
tion, bnt by the non-receipt of the usual amount 

from Chill and one or two of tlie .Southern Mates, 
leaving thu whole market in the bandl of the I. .ike 
8up«nor companies. 1 he denial. it l..r Aiueneaii 
copper abroad is steadily Increasing, as preference 
is gn«n to it in nlinnsi all tin 1.:.; ..;>.■ .in markets. 
Nearly all our brand* are as well known in PsriS 
and other large cities as in Uustoii. L .rly in the 
season v.rv IXtSDSitS shipments of copper were 
made to Kar.'pc in coi.se cpieiice of the l»w prices 
which ruled here ai that tune. Our Ooverument 
has been a purchaser lor u large tiuoiinl, ai.d tho. 
fact has probably influenced tin' market .juile aa 
murh as foreign shipments. I lie entire product 
of (he Luke Superior mines the past year, it la 
estimated, amounts to about seven thousand tons, 
rained at nearl v $■'(, '('Ml, 000, while the tOUl WW- 
sumption of the whole country, Including rebel- 
Join, was about twelve thousand tons.

There is nothing even in 
the Stamp Act to reach such a senmp 
Nevertheless Ml. Ring's bill comes under 
the head of a secession ordinance.

Thus: if a 
wife bo deserted by her husband, she will 
be empowered by the bill, if it becomes law, 
to go to the Chief Justice or a Magistrate 
and gel an order lo prevent her husband, if 
ho returns, from using or selling any property 
acquired by her subsequent to tho date 
at which sho registers tho runaway. She 
can have have her end of the table groaning 
under the good things of this world, whilst 
the man, whom she has vowed to cherish and 
obey, cannot go' a mouthful without her con- 
sent. If she owns the blankets, the run- 
away will have to sleep upon the floor, ex- 
cept he has talent enough to re-coiislriicl the 
union. Really, this feminine bill will prove 
a terror to husbands who are disposed toemi- 
grate, as it allows the Indies in certain cases 
to wear the breeches. Truly, Mr King de- 
serves the thanks of the colony lor his exer- 
tions in behalf ol distressed females.

Fire on Government STBEKT.-At one o'clock 
yesterday aftornoon » tire broke out in a large one- 
■tory frame home, situated on Government street, 
directly opposite the Victoria Hotel, and occupied 
by John Godfrey. The flames spread with greut 
rapidity and the building was a mass of fire before 
the alarm had been fairly sounded, and was soon 
totally destroyed. The truck and engines were 
speedily on the ground, but their efforts were 
principally directed towards saviug two small 
buildings situated on cither aide of the buruing 
tenement ; both structures escaped with n severe 
scorching. Considerable difficulty was experienced 
by the firemen in obtaining rvuter. The Tiger en- 
gine threw the first stream from a cibtern at the 
rear of the Victoria Hotel, and the Deluge fol- 
lowed soon ufter with a stream drawn from a. well in 
Mr. It. Lewis' yard. The Hook and Ladder Com- 
pany performed signal service with their appara- 
tus. Considering the disadvantages labored under 
by tho Department for want of water and the 
length of time which had elapsed since the servicos 
of the firemen were last required, their consequent 
incxperioni e and want of discipline, and the miser- 
able worn-out state of at least one of the engines, 
(the Tiger), the firemen may be said to have work- 
ed wonders. The house was built in 1855, by the 
Hudson 13ay Company, by ono of whoso servants 
it was occupied for a long time. The building w.s 
worth about $100, and theclothing, furniture, otc, 
§200. At threo o'clock, after the engines had re- 
turned home, another alarm was sounded for the 
same locality— the ruins having reignited and en- 
dangered the surrounding property. The Deluge 
took suction from tho bridge and supplied the 
Tiger with water, which apparutus in turn played 
on tho ruins and soon quenched the flames. Tho
